The  number  or  births  which  for  1945  showed  an  increase  of  89  over 
the  preceeding  year  has  increased  by  101  over  the  1945  total,  thus  giving 
a figure  of  573  for  1946.  This  gives  a Birth  Rate  of  18.8  per  1,000  of  the 
population  compared  with  a figure  of  19.1  for  the  whole  country. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  452,  which  corresponds  to  a Death  Rate  of 
14.8  as  compared  with  11.5  for  the  whole  country. 

The  increase  of  births  over  deaths  has  been  one  factor  in  raising  the 
estimate  of  the  population  figure  from  28,820  to  30,450  by  the  Registrar 
General. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 


HOSPITALS  PROVIDED  OR  SUBSIDISED  BY  THE 
LOCAL  AUTHORITY  OR  BY  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL. 

The  Borough  Hospital  for  Fevers  and  Tuberculosis,  built  in 
1905  and  having  an  accommodation  for  54  patients  suffering  from 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  Typhoid  cases,  treated  249  in  that 
year.  In  the  year  1917  one  Block  of  18  beds  was  adapted  to 
accommodate  33  Tubercular  cases  for  the  Cheshire  County  Council 
and  in  1934  a Bed  Isolation  Block  of  10  beds  was  built  to  provide  for 
an  increased  variety  of  types  of  infection  and  so  to  keep  abreast  of 
advancing  knowledge  concerning  the  infective  nature  and  treatment 
of  other  diseases  not  hitherto  admitted. 

The  admissions  since  1905  have  varied  annually  between  818 
and  69  per  annum,  depending  upon  the  occurrence  of  epidemics. 

The  present  accommodation  according  to  floor  space  is  44  beds 
for  General  Infectious  cases,  33  beds  for  male  Tuberculosis  cases 
and  40  for  Small  Pox  cases  in  the  Mottram  Old  Road  Annex.  The 
demand  for  accommodation  however,  has  necessitated  disregarding 
this  floor  space  standard,  and  increasing  the  number  of  beds  for 
Fevers  from  44  to  62,  making  a total  accommodation  of  135  beds. 
Upon  occasion  this  full  accommodation  has  been  strained  in  order 
to  accommodate  the  cases  from  the  area  with  a population  of 
218,697  which  it  serves. 

The  year  under  review  is  noteworthy  in  that  no  severe  epi- 
demic has  occurred  in  the  surrounding  area  and  the  number  of 
admissions  of  cases  suffering  from  General  Fevers  was  only  258, 
compared  with  an  average  of  488  during  the  previous  five  years. 
The  number  of  new  Tubercular  cases  admitted  was  51,  and  for  this 
type  of  case  the  accommodation  has  been  fully  occupied.  The  total 
new  admissions  was  therefore  309  cases  of  all  types. 

Details  of  cases  and  the  districts  served  are  given  in  Tables  2 
and  3. 

Serious  difficulty  in  staffing  (which  by  the  end  of  the  year  had 
already  affected  the  Maternity  Home  and  many  other  hospitals 
throughout  the  country)  could  be  visualised  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1946. 

The  future  of  this  institution  will  depend  upon  the  use  to  which 
it  wrill  be  put  by  the  North  West  Hospital  Board  and  a reorganisa- 
tion of  the  nursing  profession  now  in  a sorry  plight.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  no  major  epidemics  occur  until  a solution  is  found — a 
solution  wdnch  is  beyond  the  control  of  the  local  Council.

Smallpox  and  Typhus : 

The  Corporation  owns  a Hospital  of  40  beds  for  Smallpox  and 
Typhus,  21  of  which  are  retained  by  Authorities  other  than  Hyde. 
The  total  population  served  exceeds  400,000. 

Maternity. 

(a)  For  normal  cases  of  pregnancy  the  Council  have  provided 
the  Aspland  Maternity  Home,  having  a normal  accommodation  of 
11  beds  for  286  patients  per  annum.  This  accommodation  could 
well  be  doubled  as  is  shown  by  the  number  of  applicants  who  could 
not  be  provided  for. 
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Complicated  Pregnancy. 

By  arrangement  any  case  who,  upon  the  advice  of  her  own 
practitioner,  or  sent  from  the  Ante- Natal  Clinic  for  the  opinion  of 
an  obstetrician  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  may  be  admitted  for  her 
confinement  to  take  place  there  if  such  a course  is  deemed  necessary. 

The  cost  to  the  Corporation  is  at  the  rate  of  £5  5s.  Od.  per 
week,  towards  which  the  patient  must  contribute  an  amount  which 
is  assessed  according  to  the  family  income. 

The  number  admitted  to  Hospital  under  this  arrangement 
was  24. 

In  the  case  of  sudden  emergency  arising  during  difficult  confine- 
ments of  cases  in  their  own  homes  or  in  the  Aspland  Maternity 
Home,  an  emergency  team  from  St.  Mary’s  proceeds  immediately 
to  the  patient  upon  request  by  the  attending  practitioner. 

The  cost  to  the  Corporation  is  £10  10s.  Od.  per  case. 

Cases  of  confinement  who  develop  any  infectious  condition 
either  in  the  Maternity  Home  or  in  their  own  homes  are  admitted 
to  the  Borough  Hospital. 

One  such  case  occurred  during  the  year. 

Children. 

The  majority  of  children  are  sent  for  Hospital  treatment  to 
Ashton  Infirmary  and  the  Manchester  Children  s Hospital, 
Pendlebury. 

General  Hospitals. 

The  Council  makes  contributions  to  the  Royal  Infirmary, 
Manchester,  and  to  the  District  Infirmary  and  Children’s  Hospital, 
Ashton-u-Lyne.  Contributions  are  also  made  from  the  Mayor’s 
Hospital  Fund  to  the  General  Hospitals  of  the  district,  the  sum  in 
1946  being  £2,504,  and  from  the  Contributory  Fund  for  Free 
Hospital  Treatment,  £3,551. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Diseases  : 

Two  Motor  Ambulances  are  kept  for  the  removal  of  Infectious 
Diseases,  and  are  garaged  at  the  Borough  Hospital. 

The  number  of  patients  so  conveyod  to  the  Hyde  Isolation 
Hospital  during  1946  was  258,  of  which  31  were  from  Hyde  itself. 
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(b)  For  Non-lnfectious  and  Accident  Cates. 

Four  ambulances  are  maintained  by  the  Hyde  and  District 
Joint  Ambulance  Committee  to  serve  the  combined  districts  of  Hyde, 
Denton,  Dukinfield,  Bredbury  and  Romiley,  Longdendale  and 
Tintwistle,  comprising  a population  approaching  100,000  persons. 

The  personnel  consists  of  one  Superintendent,  one  Driver- 
Mechanic,  seven  Drivers,  four  Attendants,  and  one  Clerk. 

The  number  of  cases  conveyed  was  8,149,  which  is  an 
increase  of  2,111  over  the  number  in  1945  and  the  mileage  covered 
was  71,721.

Of  the  612  births  notified,  211  were 
attended  by  district  midwives  in  the  patients’  homes.  The  district 
midwives,  who  are  full-time  officers  on  the  staff  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  are  four  in  number  for  this  Borough.

Water  supplied  by  the  Corporation  is  obtained  from  the 
Manchester  Corporation,  the  Ashton  and  District  Water  Board  and 
Hyde  Corporation  Water  Works  (the  latter  being  used  solely  for 
manufacturing  purposes).  10,161  dwellings  in  the  Borough  are 
adequately  supplied  by  the  Corporation  with  a piped,  constant 
supply,  generally  of  good  quality.  The  remaining  98  farms  and 
dwellings  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  which  became  part  of  the 
Borough  in  1936,  have  their  own  natural  sources  of  supply,  wells, 
springs,  etc.,  which  cannot  be  considered  altogether  satisfactory.

Overcrowding  Survey. 

In  June  and  July  an  Overcrowding  Survey  was  carried  out  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  obtain  up  to  date  information  on  that 
aspect  of  the  housing  situation.  Of  the  8530  houses  visited,  a total 
of  141  or  1.65  per  cent  were  overcrowded  on  the  legal  standard 
laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  If  the  “Permitted  Number” 
were  obtained  by  applying  Table  II  of  the  legal  standard  to  bedrooms 
only,  the  number  of  overcrowded  houses  would  be  922  or  10.8 
per  cent. 

The  survey  also  brought  out  another  form  of  overcrowding  —it 
was  found  that  502  houses  were  occupied  by  two  families,  and  35 
houses  by  three  or  more  families. 

On  the  other  hand  145  houses  having  a “Permitted  Number” 
of  9 or  more  were  occupied  by  only  1 or  2 persons.

RODENT  CONTROL. 

In  November,  1943,  the  Borough  Council  became  responsible 
for  working  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  as  agents 
for  the  Cheshire  County  Council,  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
being  appointed  Rodent  Officer  and  a rat  catcher  engaged. 

Following  a major  treatment  ot  the  sewers  for  the  destruction 
of  rats  in  1944,  further  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  in 
1945  and  1946. 

During  the  year  44  minor  infestations  have  been  found.  Where 
required,  treatment  was  carried  out  by  the  Department,  the  remain- 
ing cases  being  treated  by  private  firms  or  by  the  occupiers  under 
advice  from  the  Department.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  register  of  cow-keepers  at  the  close  of  the  year  contained 
47  names,  whilst  the  number  of  persons  on  the  register  of  milk  pur- 
veyors was  67  of  whom  12  retail  milk  in  the  Borough  from 
surrounding  districts. 

Six  of  the  cow-keepers  are  licensed  by  the  County  Council  to 
produce  either  Tuberculin  Tested  or  Accredited  milk. 

By  provision  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  1936, 
one  producer’s  and  one  dealer’s  licence  were  granted  in  respect  of 
Pasteurised  Milk,  and  six  for  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk.  Two  Supple- 
mentary licences  for  the  sale  of  Pasteurised  Milk  were  also  granted. 

Tests  by  Inoculation  of  Guinea  Pigs  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

Of  the  152  samples  of  Milk  submitted  to  examination,  7,  or 
4.60  per  cent  were  found  to  contain  Tubercle  Bacilli.  In  all  cases 
where  positive  results  were  obtained  the  appropriate  County  Medi- 
cal Officer  of  Health  was  notified,  the  offending  animal  traced,  if 
possible,  and  destroyed  in  accordance  with  the  Tuberculosis  Order, 
1925.

SECTION  III. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  effects  of  vigilant  measures  to  improve  the  general  health 
and  environment  of  the  children  are  becoming  more  manifest  each 
year.  No  major  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  or  the  other 
popularily  considered  severe  infections  has  occurred  within  recent 
years. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  accounted  for  75%  of  all  the 
infectious  cases  during  1946  and  it  is  to  these  two  diseases  that 
popular  attention  should  be  directed  and  hospitalisation  become 
more  general,  especially  for  the  very  young  child.  The  numbers 
occuring  during  the  year  were  relatively  small,  but  major  epidemics 
will  certainly  continue  until  science  provides  some  form  of  protec- 
tion, and  the  people  gain  confidence  in  its  use.  Until  then  treatment 
must  remain  the  main  weapon  of  defence  against  unfortunate 
terminations. 

Table  No.  7 gives  particulars  of  the  occurence  of  all  infectious 
cases  in  the  Borough  during  1946. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  IMMUNISATION. 

Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  which  was  introduced 
during  1945  is  becoming  better  known,  and  the  numbers  availing 
themselves  of  having  their  children  protected  against  this  disease 
has  increased  from  42  during  1945  to  84  in  1946.  In  the  absence 
of  a major  epidemic  of  the  disease,  the  results  cannot  be  assessed. 
Results  obtained  in  other  parts  of  the  country  however,  are 
encouraging  and,  as  the  death  rate  from  Whooping  Cough  is  high  in 
proportion  to  other  infectious  ailments,  every  endeavour  should  be 
made  to  supply  this  service. 

The  cost  per  case  is  3/-  for  three  injections,  and  is  paid  by  the 
parents.

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SECTION  IV. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Of  the  660  births  notified  during  1946,  211  were  born  in 
dwelling  houses,  289  in  the  Maternity  Home,  and  160  in  Hospitals. 
Of  these  50  were  non-residents  of  Hyde  confined  in  the  Maternity 
Home. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  calculated  upon  the  number  of  infant 
deaths  as  recorded  in  Table  9 is  therefore  40.0  per  1,000  births. 

ASPLAND  MATERNITY  HOME. 

A demand  for  the  inadequate  accommodation  in  this  institution 
is  revealed  (in  Table  10)  by  the  number  who  made  application,  com- 
pared with  the  actual  number  who  were  admitted.  Of  the  354 
applications  received  only  81%  were  successful  in  obtaining 
accommodation,  the  majority  of  whom  were  residents  of  the  Borough. 

The  average  duration  of  stay  was  13.2  days,  the  normal  period 
of  treatment  having  been  of  necessity  curtailed  from  14  to  10  days 
in  November  1946. 

Proposals  for  replacing  the  present  building  by  one  having 
double  the  accommodation  had  not  reached  a point  of  finality  at  the 
end  of  the  year.

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HOME  HELPS  SERVICE. 


A Home  Helps  scheme  was  approved  by  the  Council  on  the  9th 
November,  1945.  Two  Home  Helps  were  appointed  on  a perman- 
ent basis  to  operate  under  the  direction  of  the  Health  Department 
and  to  be  paid  at  an  hourly  rate  of  l/6d..  up  to  a maximum  of  42 
hours  per  week,  according  to  the  requirements  of  each  case.  A 
retaining  fee  of  5/-  per  week  is  paid  to  the  Helps  when  no  work  is 
available. 

The  normal  period  of  service  is  for  10-14  days  and  the  Helps 
are  available  for  service  in  the  household  during  cases  of  confinement 
or  during  periods  of  sickness  occurring  as  a result  of  pregnancy. 
Their  duties  are  those  ordinarily  undertaken  by  the  mother,  such  as 
cooking,  cleaning,  care  and  control  of  children  and  attending  to  the 
needs  of  the  mother  and  child.  They  must  not,  however,  undertake 
any  work  which  properly  belongs  to  the  duty  of  the  nurse  or 
midwife. 

On  the  8th  July,  1916,  the  Councd  approved  the  extension  of 
the  scheme  so  as  to  allow  the  Home  Helps  to  be  available  as 
“ Domestic  Helps  ” when  not  required  for  confinement  cases.  They 
are  therefore  available  in  cases  of  serious  illness  of  the  parents 
should  such  assistance  be  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  children 
of  the  household. 

The  fees  payable  to  the  Council  for  the  above  services  depend 
upon  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  household,  but  in  no  case 
exceed  the  amount  paid  to  the  Help,  i.e.  l/6d.  per  hour. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1946,  13  cases  had  taken  advantage  of 
the  Service  ; of  these,  4 were  charged  the  full  fee.  7 at  reduced  fees 
and  2 free  of  charge. 

It  is  felt  that  a greater  advantage  could  be  taken  of  the 
Service,  more  especially  when  there  is  a shortage  of  beds  in 
Maternity  Homes  and  Hospitals.

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SECTION  V. 

THE  HEALTH  OF  THE  SCHOOL  CHILD. 

With  the  transfer  of  administrative  control  from  the  Borough 
to  the  Cheshire  County  Council  on  the  1st  April,  1945,  no  Annual 
Report  is  now  presented  to  the  Divisional  Executive  Committee, 
but  in  the  capacity  of  Divisional  School  Medical  Officer,  a section 
of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  a Borough 
may  include  some  features  relating  to  the  school  children  in  this 
Borough. 

The  resumption  of  full-time  duties  by  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  upon  his  release  from  the  Forces  on  the  1st  August  enabled 
greater  attention  to  be  given  to  this  important  section  of  the 
community. 

The  number  of  children  examined  increased,  and  the  facilities 
offered  for  treatment  at  Clinics  have  been  used  to  a greater  degree. 
Facilities  for  the  education  of  the  handicapped  child  remain  as 
disappointing  as  hitherto,  due  mainly  to  the  lack  of  suitable  schools 
especially  those  for  the  mentally  retarded  and  the  maladjusted  group. 
This  problem  will  increase  in  proportion  to  the  rising  birthrate.  It 
would  appear  that  such  a school  located  in  this  Borough  could  well 
supply  the  requirements  for  the  North-East  part  of  the  County. 

The  schools’  milk  and  meals  provision  has  developed  during  the 
year,  the  percentage  taking  meals  having  increased  by  17.8  and 
also  in  the  case  of  milk,  the  number  receiving  it  has  risen  by  48%. 

The  following  particulars  relate  to  various  aspects  of  the 
examination  of  the  schoolchildren  and  give  only  those  which  are  of 
a general  character.  The  figures  relate  to  children  within  the 
Borough  only  and  exclude  Longdendale  and  Tintwistle: —
